The building, 
about $800 worth of lumber stored there and all of the machinery 
are a total loss and the fire department worked for four hours be- 
fore the last spark had been extinguished. 


ORIGIN IS UNKNOWN 


The origin of the "blaze is a mystery it having been discovered by 


a man who happened to pass along Mulberry street. Fifteen min- 
utes before the alarm was turned in, Cleorge Stewart passed the 
planing mill and saw no signs of a blaze. The dry lumber burned 
like tinder and it was but a shorttime until the blaze east a glow 
Which could be seen for miles around. Two streams of water played 
upon the blaze but, other than preventing other buildings in the im- 
mediate vicinity from catching fire, nothing could be done. 


Blaze Communicates To Barn 


A barn across the alley from the mill,-belonging to Mr. Show, 


started to blaze but volunteers saved the structure. Several other 
small buildings were threatened by the blaze. 


Mr. Shaw said last night that he had no idea as to the origin 


of the fire. ""We have not been working at the mill since Monday," 
he caid. "I did not know of the blaze until it had gained consider- 
able headway and I could see the reflection of the blaze from my 
home."
